Ag ricu ltu re 
Department 
officials 
hav e 
fou g ht the farm bill and hav e 
g iv en v ary ing estimates of its 
cost. At one point the depart­ 
ment said the bill wou ld cost $2.5 
billion this y ear and u p to $10 
billion a y ear by 1977. 
Ju st this week, Bu tz said the 
bill w'ou ld cost $1 billion this 
y ear and $4 billion by 1977. 
The 
Hou e 
and 
Senate 
ag ricu ltu re 
committee staffs 
hav e estimated the 1975 cost of 
the bill at $$210 million. This 
fig u re was obrtained by su b­ 
tracting the cost of su pport loans 
and dairy 
pu rchases becau se 
they leav e the g ov ernment withi 
eommoditieswhich later cou ld be 
sold or u sed in aid prog rams. 
Both the Hou se and Senate are 
ex pected to pass the one-y ear bill 
by ov erwhelming marg ins, and

— A g u arantee to dairy far­ 
mers of receiv ing prices based 
on at least 80 per cent of parity 
(100 per cent means prices 
farmers receiv e are keeping 
pace with their costs.)

Under this bill, farmers cou ld 
place soy beans u nder loan to the 
g ov ernment and receiv e $3.9 4 a 
bu shel.

The infernal 
instru ment identifies not only 
the leg islators who may requ ire 
some qu iet pressu re bu t the 
bu sinessmen back home who 
can best apply it. 
This scientific sy stem is now- 
being brou g ht to bear u pon 
consu mer leg islation. With a 
g reat whirring 
of little wheels, 
the electronic mastermind is 
helping the Chamber to deploy 
its forces most effectiv ely to kill 
the 
Consu mer 
Protection 
Ag ency , bill. 
The Chamber's chief lobby ist, 
Hilton Dav is, has dev eloped 
compu terized files which list 
Members of Cong ress and the 
home-state bu sinessmen who 
hav e the most influ ence ov er 
them. 
“What I'd like y ou to do.” he 
wrote priv ately to corporate 
ex ecu tiv es whose names went 
into the compu ter, “is indicate 
those Senators and Represen­ 
tativ es with whom y ou r com­ 
pany 
has 
a 
constitu ent 
relationship That will permit 
me to sig nal the rig ht people 
when special need arises for 
assistance 
with 
a 
specific 
leg islator.” 
Then the big names are 
brou g ht in from the home states 
to make the personal contacts. 
They are g u ided u nerring ly td 
the rig ht doors by the clocking , 
whirring 
machine 
in 
the 
Chamber’s headqu arters. 


We hav e now cracked the 
secret code of the Chamber’s 
master compu ter, which sorts 
the wheat from the chaff on 
Capitol Hill not by nine bu t by 
nu mber. To the compu ter, for 
ex ample. Senate Democratic 
leader 
Mike 
Mansfield 
is 
"So6 05” and Senate Repu blican 
leader Hu g h Scott is “S09 51.” 
Speaker 
Carl 
Albert, 
who 
presides ov er the Hou se, is 
“H0055.” 
The Chamber's chief stoog e on 
Capitol Hill. Sen. James Allen, 
D.-Ala., is depersonalized into 
"S0036 ," 
while 
consu mer 
champion Sen. James Abou rezk, 
D.-S.D., has been assig ned the 
James Bondian code nu mber of 
"S0010.” 
The sy stem works this way : 
Su ppose the Chamber wanted 
to pu t the squ eeze on pro­ 
consu mer Sen. Mark Hatfield, 
R.-Ore, The compu ter operator 
wou ld pu nch u p Hatfield’s code, 
“S0451.” The machine wou ld spit 
ou t the names of all Chamber 
members w ho own bu sinesses in 
Oreg on and who

Hatfield.

Chamber instru ctions, calling 
u pon the bu sinessmen to make 
personal phone calls and write 
letters to Hatfield. The ones with 
the most influ ence u pon Hatfield 
wou ld be hau led to Washing ton 
for personal v isits.

cou rag es corporate ex ecu tiv es 
to enlist their employ es in the 
pressu re campaig n to defeat the 
consu mer 
bills

Hilton Dav is assu red u s there 
was nothing sinister abou t the 
Chamber’s compu terized lob­ 
by ing , althou g h he conceded the 
compu ter’s codes and records 
were “confidential.” 
Dav is said the sy stem will 
merely cu t mailing and clerical 


arms, sold $8.3 billion worth of 
military equ ipment. Where once 
it was obsolescent, secnd- hand 
stu ff, 
today 
ou r 
clients 
sometimes receiv e the latest 
weapons oi war before ou r own 
serv ices are equ ipped. 
To instru ct in the u se of the 
weapons,

assistance teams, both g ov er­ 
nment and priv ate u nder con­ 
tract, are in no less than 34 
cou ntries.

Strong Role in National Labor 
Leadership 
WASHINGTON--A 
strong , 
ang ry black v oice soon will be 
heard 
in 
Atlanta, 
Ga., 
demanding 
the 
end 
of the 
isolation of black leadership 
inside one of America’s most 
powerfu l 
forces, 
the 
labor 
mov ement. 
That v oice, the blended shou ts 
of some 1,500 deleg ates, will be 
heard a long way from the hotel 
ballroom sev eral day s in late 
May when the Coalition of Black 
Trade Unionists (CBTU) ru n 
their Fou rth Annu al National 
Conv ention. 
Amid the thu nderou s news 
from Asia and the Middle East 
the black v oices and their 
demands may not be heard. 
Amid the g lobal headlines, the 
conv ention of black men and 
women from 44 international 
u nions may not g et the repor­ 
tag e it believ es it deserv es. Bu t 
theirs is a v oice which say s it 
cannot long be denied. 
Its power will depend on the 
skills of its leaders and on its 41- 
y ear-old, 
M em phis-born, 
C alifornia-bred 
president 
William Lu cy . Today he’s the 
most hig hly placed black inside 
labor-secretary --treasu rer 
of 
the 750,000 -member American 
Federation of State. Cou nty and 
Mu nicipal Employ ees headed by 
the v ocal Jerry Wu rf. They ’re 
g u ng -ho for a million members 
in scores of cities. 
The 
Black 
Coalition’s 
potential is v ast If it fails it 
won’t be for want of g hettos, 
m arket 
places 
and 
black 
u nionists. There are now well 
ov er three million blacks in the 
labor mov ement itself. Welded 
and drawn from scores of u nions 
and org anized for a piece of the 
action, they can become a 
tu rning point force 
first in 
major “internationals” su ch as 
the United Steel Workers and 
the United Au to Workers, and 
then in labor’s own national hig h 
command. 
That’s 
the 
potential 
sig nificance of the indoor 
"march” on Atlanta. And it 
carries a blu nt “challeng e” 
which appears to discomfort 
some 
conv ention 
org anizers, 
when they say it and it’s 
repeated ou tside the circle. 
Say they : “The CBTU will 
insist that black u nion officials 
become fu ll partners in the 
leadership and decision-making 
of 
the 
American 
labor 
mov ement.” 
As for their defiance of some 
national white labor chiefs, the 
black conv ention call say s: “It 
is ou r challeng e to make the 
labor mov ement more relev ant 
to the needs and aspirations of 
black and poor workers." 
Some conv ention leaders point 
to the national ex ecu tiv e boards 
of big u nions and ask where is 
the black representation. They 


say that the two black AFL-CIO 
national v ice presidents, Fred 
O’Neal and C.L. Dellu ms, are 
nice chaps bu t hav e no actu al 
representativ e 
power 
bases. 
Respectiv ely these two AFL- 
CIO Ex ecu tiv e Cou ncil mem­ 
bers speak for the Associated 
Actors and Artistes of America 
and the tiny Brotherhood of 
Sleeping Car Porters. 
So the conv ention will do its 
thing --demand 
more 
representation in the national 
leadership and sit as a working 
committee of the whole to hear 
practical 
political org anizing 
speeches 
from 
which 
the 
rhetoric will be trimmed, they 
hope. 
It’s meaning fu l, it seems to 
me, that they will be g reeted by 
Pierce Jones, of the Atlanta 
org anization who dou bles as a 
CBTU 
Ex ecu tiv e 
Cou ncil 
member. Mr. Jones will preside 
ov er the opening g eneral session 
on Satu rday morning . May 24. 
Fu rther, at the big midday 
Su nday session the key note 
speaker w ill be Weldon Mathis. 
Thou g h v irtu ally u nknown, he is 
of strong 
influ ence 
in 
the 
International 
Brotherhood of 
Teamsters. 
For, 
he 
is the 
ex ecu tiv e assistant to g eneral 
president Frank Fitzsimmons. 
I find it intrig u ing that no 
other national labor chiefs are 
on the ag enda, at least at this 
moment. 
And 
the 
schedu le 
appears complete rig ht down to 
the $12-a-ticket dinner dance 
and the closing session Monday , 
May 26. Those sev eral day s in 
May become more and more 
sig nificant. 
Thu s 
there’s 
ev idence of an across-the-board 
alliance 
from 
teachers to 
teamsters, from meatcu tters to 
civ il serv ice workers. 


Of cou rse, 
there will 
be 
Coretta King , widow of the slain 
rev erend. 
And 
Cong ressman 
Andrew You ng who more and 
more 
is 
dev eloping 
into 
a 
powerfu l 
influ ence 
in 
the 
Cong ressional Black Cau cu s. 
It hasn't been all smooth g oing 
for the Black Coalition. They ’v e 
fou nd, for ex ample that one of 
their 
su pposedly 
fav orite 
u nions, 
the 
Amalg amated 
Meatcu tters, has a big Midwest 
local which manipu latead the 
officers’ elev ation procedu re to 
by pass placing a black in hig h 
office. 
They fou nd as mu ch apathy 
among the black commu nities 
as in the white neig hborhoods. 
Their 
fiv e-city 
driv e- 
Washing ton, DC., New York, 
Detroit, Chicag o and St. Lou is-- 
didn’t bring ou t the marching 
masses. 
So the Black Coalition’s fou rth 
conv ention will hear speeches in 
practical 
politics, 
in

reg istration, in g rou p action and 
in making the black v oice 
lou der. They know they ’ll first

PREDICTING 
EARTHQUAKES 
Bit by bit, science is getting closer to being able to 
predict earthquakes. 
According to Dr. V. E. McKelvev, director of the U. S. 
Geological Survey, an important milestone was reached 
last Thanksgiving when an earthquake of magnitude 5.2 
on the Richter Scale occurred between the San Andreas 
and Calaveras faults about 10 miles north of Hollister, 
Calif. 
Survey scientistss at the National Center for E a r­ 
thquake Research at Menlo Park, Calif., had anticipated 
this quake from a number of significant changes they 
had observed weeks before in the earth's crust and 
magnetic field This was the first time, says McKelvey, 
that such a variety of “precursory phenomena” had been 
observed for a single earthquake. 
He emphasizes, however, that 
the ability to detect 
similar telltale clues in the future is presently limited to 
that area. Also, much more research and much more 
extensive installation of geophysical instruments must 
be accomplished before earthquake predictions will be 
useful in planning for public safety.

WASH I NGTON-The delicate 
art of influencing legislation-

Today,

gentle persuasion The infernal 
instrum ent 
identifies not only 
the legislators who may require 
some quiet pressure but the 
businessmen back home who 
can best apply it. 
This scientific system is now 
being brought to bear upon 
consumer legislation. With a 
great whirring 
of little wheels, 
the electronic m asterm ind is 
helping the Chamber to deploy 
its forces most effectively to kill 
the 
Consumer 
Protection 
Agency, bill. 
The Cham ber’s chief lobbyist, 
Hilton 
Davis, 
has developed 
computerized files which list 
Members of Congress and the 
hom e-state 
businessmen 
who 
have the most influence over 
them, 
"What I'd like you to do,” he 
wrote privately to corporate 
executives whose nam es went 
into the com puter, "is indicate 
those Senators and R epresen­ 
tatives with whom your com ­ 
pany 
has 
a 
constituent 
relationship 
That will perm it 
me to signal the right people 
when special need arises for 
assistance 
with 
a 
specific 
legislator ” 
Then 
the 
big 
nam es 
are 
brought in from the home states 
to make the personal contacts. 
They are guided unerringly td 
the right doors by the clocking, 
whirring 
machine 
in 
the 
Cham ber’s headquarters. 


We have now 
cracked the 
secret code of the Cham ber’s 
m aster com puter, which sorts 
the wheat from the chaff on 
Capitol Hill not by m n e but by 
num ber To the computer, for 
exam ple.

"So605“ and Senate Republican 
leader Hugh Scott is "S0951.” 
Speaker

The com puter operator 
would punch up H atfield’s code, 
"S0451 ” The machine would spit 
out the names of all Chamber 
m em bers w ho own businesses in

Prostate problems 
cause concern

DEAR DR LAMB — My hus­ 
band is retired from the Navy, 
and oh his last physical checkup 
he was told by the doctor that 
examined him that he had a 
slightly enlarged prostate, but 
it was nothing to worry about. 
I do worry, because his urine 
flow is just a trickle, also he has 
no sex drive and hasn't had for 
a year and a half. 
He is 72, 
and w e ju st 
celebrated our golden anniver­ 
sary. so sex isn’t important, but 
doesn’t it have a bearing on the 
prostate0 I would appreciate a 
comment from you. 
DEAR READER — P rostate 
gland problems seem to com e 
to almost all men who live long 
enough. You are right to be con­ 
cerned. 
You can't always tell from 
examining the prostate on a 
routine physical examination 
just how much trouble it is 
causing. The examination only 
permits the doctor to feel the 
outer shell, only the back side 
of the gland at that. He can es­ 
tim ate its overall size and 
regularity of shape. He can feel 
how firm it is and if there are 
any nodules. Both firmness and 
nodules are related to the 
possibility of prostate cancer 
The prostate gland is like a 
cork with a hole in it. The 
urethra that drains the bladder 
is like a tube passing through 
that hole. If the prostate gland 
grows and closes down the hole 
in the center it compresses the 
urethra and urination becomes 
difficult. 
When the prostate enlarges 
outwardly but the hole stays the 
same size it won't affect the 
urethral tube or the man’s abili­ 
ty to urinate normally. 
The point is the doctor can t 
tell anything about the size of

DEAR DR LAMB — My hus­ 
band is retired from the Navy, 
and on his last physical checkup 
he was told by the doctor that 
examined him that he had a 
slightly enlarged prostate, but 
it was nothing to worry about. 
I do worry, because his urine 
flow is just a trickle, also he has 
no sex drive and hasn't had for 
a year and a half.

is 
72.

celebrated our golden anniver­ 
sary. so sex isn't important, but 
doesn't it have a bearing on the 
prostate? I would appreciate a 
com m ent from you. 
DEAR READER — Prostate 
gland problems seem to come 
to almost all men who live long 
enough. You are right to be con­ 
cerned 
You can’t always tell from 
examining the prostate on a 
routine 
physical 
examination 
just how much trouble it is 
causing The examination only 
permits the doctor to feel the 
outer shell, only the back side 
of the gland at that. He can es­ 
tim ate its overall size and 
regularity of shape. He can feel 
how firm it is and if there are 
any nodules. Both firmness and 
nodules are related 
to the 
possibility of prostate cancer 
The prostate gland is like a 
cork with a hole in it. The 
urethra that drains the bladder 
is like a tube passing through 
that hole. If the prostate gland 
grows and closes down the hole 
in the center it compresses the 
urethra and urination becomes 
difficult. 
When the prostate enlarges 
outwardly but the hole stays the 
sam e size it won t affect the 
urethral tube or the man's abili­ 
ty to urinate normally. 
The point is the doctor can t 
tell anything about the size of

the hole at all with his finger 
The 
hole after all is in the 
center of the prostate. Rather 
he gets an idea of how much 
obstruction there is from the 
patient's story 
It takes two to tango here. 
The doctor may need to ask 
about it and the patient will 
need to tell the doctor the facts 
If your husband doesn't tell his 
doctor that he is having a very 
small stream and trouble with 
urination the doctor wall not 
have the information he needs 
to ju d ge the s t a t e of his 
prostate. 


If the story suggests obstruc­ 
tion of the opening then tests 
can be made to see how much 
obstruction is present. If it is 
enough to cause the urine to be 
retained in the bladder or cause 
overstretching of the bladder, it 
may be necessary to operate 
and relieve the obstruction. 
A small stream, difficulty in 
starting, and difficulty in stop­ 
ping without dribbling are all 
symptoms of prostate obstruc­ 
tion When this condition is ad­ 
vanced. the bladder never emp­ 
ties adequately, and the dis­ 
tended bladder is a setup for in­ 
fection. 
Also the distended 
bladder constantly gives the 
man the urge to urinate. So. he 
makes frequent trips to the 
bathroom and elim inates 
a 
small amount with difficulty 
each time. This may also in­ 
terrupt his sleep.

I 
don’t recall the names involved in the matter but the moral of it 
remains vivid. 
It was early in the conflict. The mid 1960s. The American force 
was still comparatively small, the few homefront war dissenters 
were still called peaceniks, the men of the battle were still for the 
most part resigned to their fate and only rarely considered the 
larger implications of it. 
It was winter. The temperatures in the 80s. The troops called 
Vietnam “ Suntan Strip.” It was a time, if I remember right, 
almost of innocence. 
It was also a time of killing, and much of it centered northwest 
of Saigon in a region occupied by the 173rd Airborne Brigade. 
These men, originally brought from the Philippines for the three 
months temporary duty, were by now permanently assigned. 
Indeed, in these early days, the airborne troops suffered the 
highest combat and casualty rate in the war zone. One company 
lost four captains in a year’s time, and its overall casualty count 
in the same period was between 60 and 80 per cent. Few 
American soldiers have ever fought so much for so long for so lit­ 
tle. 
I recorded many of the unit’s war stories at the time. It was the 
first unit to have a black Medal of Honor winner, the first unit to 
order a lifetime subscription to Playboy magazine and receive an 
inauguration copy from a centerfold bunny. It was also the first 
unit, I believe, to award a silver star to a commanding general 
for doing nothing more than flying over a battle in a helicopter. 
Despite my present views on the Vietnam protraction, I have 
never been so proud of any Americans as I was of most of these 
good men. God help us, I wonder where that innocence has gone. 
In retrospect, I suppose the chastity was beginning to fade 
when one member of the 173rd, call him Private Smith, received 
a long-requested autographed picture of President Lyndon John­ 
son, and another member of the unit, call him Private Jones, 
used the occasion for fun. Smith and Jones were pals, they came 
from the same town, went to the same school, occupied the same 
hootch — but where Smith was a conformist, Jones was 
something else. 
Very proud of his LBJ picture, Private Smith hung it in the 
hootch, only to find after a few days Private Jones had decorated 
it with horns. 
At first Smith merely erased the pencil marks, telling Jones to 
lay off. But Jones, getting a rise from his establishment friend, 
repeated the horns. It went on like this for a month — Jones 
drawing the horns at night, Smith removing them in the morning 
— until the latter lost control of reason. Smith tore the photo 
down, put it in his bag, and told Jones he was moving from the 
hootch. He didn’t move, but though Jones apologized and tried to 
smooth it, Smith didn’t make up either. The two friends did not 
talk for many weeks. 
No doubt the feud would have ended eventually. But before it 
could, Private Jones was killed on patrol. He stepped on a mine. 
The sergeant who informed Smith said the young man’s face 
turned red at the news, his eyes filmed over and his hands began 
to shake. 
Some time later he went to his hootch,took the LBJ photograph 
from his bag — then marked it with horns and a moustache.

I urge you to request of 
Arkansas, the Governor, if you 
please, to permit you to let 
contracts 
immediately 
to 
degrade the leveees east of 
Ditch 81 to permit flowageof the 
excessive amount of water we 
get here every year. You are 
well aware of the excessive 
amount of water for about 
seventy-five 
or eighty miles of 
here that comes down Flood­ 
way, or No. 1 Ditch I know, 
because I own farmland on 
Castor River, and just had five 
breaks, going over my land and 
many 
others 
in 
Stoddard 
County. This water all comes 
down here and floods our area 
here every year This is not just 
a one time thing that happens 
every ten to twenty years, hut 
this happens at least once every 
year.
